STURGEON LAKE, Aug. 22.-—-A 
child was picked up from a drifting 
rowboat about half a mile off the 
Mission beach by the torboat

had apparently pushed off in the boat 
and attempted to walk back to shore, 
but finding the water too deep she 
clung to the side of the boat until she 
was rescued. 


The west wind was slowly pushing 
the boat out to deeper water when it 
was picked up, and was even then 
several feet over the child's head, A 
grave tragedy was thus averted by 
mere chance. 


Intrepid Lady 
Made Trip To 
Ft. Simpson 


Miss J. C. Swinson, formerly of 
Boston, whose home is now in Van- 
couver, returned from a trip to Fort 
Simpson on Friday last. 

Miss Swinson has made many trips 
into the North to compile data and 
material for articles. 


She describes the trip as a most 
delightful one, but could not see any 
real advantage in point of a saving 
of time in going to Great Bear Lake 
via Fort St. John. 


Miss Swinson, who spent some time 
in Grande Prairie prior to making the 
journey north, left here the first of 
April for Fort St. John, From this 
point she went by dog train to 
Conroy on the Sikanni River, where 
she camped three weeks. From here 
she journeyed to Fontas and then 
down the Nelson to Fort Nelson, then 
down the Liard to Fort Simpson, 
where she stayed for six weeks. The 
journey to Fort Simpson was made in 
Scows. 

On the return trip Miss Swinson 
took a motor tug, “The Liard River,” 
back to South Nahanni, The journey 
to this point took seven and a half 
days, five of which were enjoyed in 
negotiating the rapids, some twenty 
miles in length, thirty miles above 
Fort Simpson. 

Miss Swinson said that the South 
Nahanni country was teeming with 
game—bear, moose and mountain 
sheep being the principal animals 
found. Farther on, Miss Swinson was 
informed, there were mountain goats. 
On the way back to Fort Simpson, to 
give some idea of the difficulties en- 
countered in travelling against the 
stream, the trip that took seven and 
a half days was made down stream in 
one day. 

In Miss Swinson's opinion, the 
rapids referred to are among the finest 
sights in the North. 

From Fort Simpson, Miss Swinson 
went up the Mackenzie, and across 
Slave Lake, up Slave River to Fort 
Smith. At Fitzgerald she took a boat, 
finally reaching Waterways. 

At Fort Simpson she met O, B. 
Harris, whose articles on the Great 
Bear Lake mining field commence in 
the next issue of The Tribune. 

Since leaving Grande Prairie in 
April, Miss Swinson travelled some 
2,000 miles. She is an_ intrepid 
traveller and two years ago spent 
some time at Aklavik. Previously she 
visited Alaska and the Yukon. She is 
a guest at the Grande Prairie Hotel.

garden, which was almost tropical in| 
growth and contained everything re- 
quired to make a well-balanced ration. 
In this garden was a test plot of oats,/ 
planted by W. J. Thomson, the district 
agriculturist. The stand was mar- 
vellous. 

Then came the joyful call, “Dinner is 
ready,” and it was a case of fall to 
Practically everything on the table was 
grown on the farm, from the spring 
chicken down. 

Later Mr. and Mrs, Alex Craig, ac- 
companied by Miss Isabelle Kennedy 
and Miss Emily Stephenson, arrrived. 

Following dinner a trip was made to 
inspect the crops,—and what crops! 
The writer has travelled over consider- 
able of the Grande Prairie district, 
but never before this year did he see 
such wonderful growth as there is at! 
this lake. 

We were shown a plot of alfalfa, 18 
acres in all, three of which were 
planted last year and from which two 
crops were harvested this season. The 


other ten acres were also doing well. 
Discussing the possibilities of the 
country for successfully growing al- 


falfa, Mr. Talbot had this to say: “I 


am satisfied that this lake country is 
especially suited for the growing of 
alfalfa and I intend to add to the 
acreage.” 

There was a field of oats which 


should yield not less than 100 bushels 
to the acre. Alongside was another 
field of 60-day oats, which was almost 
as heavy. The remarkable thing about 
this field was that it had only been 
plowed three times in twelve years. } 


A stock farm is always interesting. | 


Here were chickens and lots of them 
(Rocks). There were lots of horses,! 


for Mr. Talbot relies upon  horse- 
power, There were two large families 
of littl pigs running around. Now, 
when it comes to serving up meals, 


mother-pigs have it down to a system, 
in that the meals are always served at 
the same time. We had the pleasure 
of seeing the system in operation. 

Mr. Talbot, who purchased four 
quarters and is homesteading his 
second quarter, bought the land about 
three years ago, after selling his hold- 
ings in the Dimsdale district. He will 
continue to make stock the basis of 
his farming. He was influenced to 
purchase his present holdings on ac- 
count of the feed that can be pro-| 
duced. 

Following the inspection of the farm, | 
a trip by car was taken out into the 
old lake bottom. On every side were 
splendid crops, the majority being 
simply disked in. 

The greater part of this lake bottom 
land was covered with a sort of moss 
or peat. This is being gradually 
burned off. Under this covering is a} 
deep black sandy loam, which for | 
richness can hardly be surpassed. 

The cars were then turned in the, 
direction of Teepee Creek. 

On the way a magnificent large field 
of winter wheat, almost ready for the 
binder, was noted on the farm of J.’ 
E. Grant, which should thresh out at 
least 45 bushels to the acre. } 

A short stop was made at the home_ 
of B. Mackie. The stop was made 
specifically to see Mr’ Mackie’s won- 
derful garden. Here was a large plot
